Mr. James W. Clarke, in his article, 
Problems of Presumptive Proof, in the 
July Atlantic, thus sums up:— 

Whatever may have been the case in 
former times, there is no reason to fear, 
in this age of the world, in English- 
speaking countries at least, that justice 
will often miscarry in capital cases, ex- 
cept to the detriment of the state. Sir 
Matthew Hale’s dictim,‘'It is better five 
guilty persons should escape unpun- 
ished than ove innocent person should 
die,’ is nowaday more than literally 
fulfilled. It isa maxim of increasing 
popularity, not only with all accused 


persons,, but with that considerable 


class of people who find in criminals 


an irresistable impulse to systematic 
excitement. Blackstone improved on | 
Hale, making it better to have ten as- 
sassins escape than to have oneinnocent | 
man suffer by an error in the jury-room, 
Starkie improved on Blackstone, aud 
made it ‘tbetter that ninety-nine of- 
fenders should escape than one inno- 
cent man should be condemed.”? — It is 
a probable opinion that even Mr. Star- 
kie is behind in times 1» which we live. 
There is now a constant clamor which 
seeks to pass itself off as public opin- 
ion, and which practically asserts that 
it 1s better all crimes should go unpun- 
ished than that any persons should by 
any possibility suffer unjustly. 


A glance at our American statistics 
of homicide for the year year 1892 may 
appropriately conclude this article and 
point its moral. No fewer than 6796 
persons were murdered tn the United 
States lust year,

THE CHILDREN’S BUILDING 


There are probably many mothers 
who have one more children who 
are wondering how it will be possible 
for them to attend the Fair at Chi- 
cago. The children are too young to 
leave at home, and have not the means 
or do not desire to leave them in charge 
of a nurse girl at the hotel or boarding- 
house. 

Perhaps you have not heard of the 
Children’s Building, as it was a kind of 
after-thought. This pretty building is 
an outgrowth of the Woman’s Build- 
ing. Only a few months ago its foun- 
dations were laid, but now it is a dainty 
structure smoothly clothed in staff and 
its white robes bordered with gold and 
blue. The walls are decorated with 
legends dear to childhood. Here the 
small folk will see the ‘Boy with the 
Golden» Goose,’’ Naughty little Silver- 
hair Tasting, The Three Bears Por- 
ridge, Little Red Riding Hood, and 
many others. There are also panels 
inscribed with sweet and wise things 
that have been said about children. 
“Little children love one another,’’

The place is more than a mere play- 
house, it is designed to aid in the pro- 
per rearing and education of children.

The child can be brought 
here at eight o’clock in the morniug 
and left until five o’elock in the eve- 
ning. Now that we have seen how 
our baby under three can be cared for, 
our next thought will be for the one 
who has passed out of the nursery, and 
has begun to think And ,wonder about 
things. For these we have the kinder- 
garten, (no longer a device to kill time 
for small children until they have cause 
enough to go into the regular school, 
but a’ place where they can be taught 
to think and reason). On the second 
floor are the kindergarten school-room, 
and’ the kindergarten kitchen. The 
kitchen is devoted to teaching little 
girls in a practical way how to make 
yood house wives when they are grown 
up. Around the room are tiny beds, 
chairs, dishes of all kinds, washtubs, 
and brushes.

Pay Your Little Bills. 


. 


The crash in many westérn banking 
institutions and the failure of many old 
and seemingly solid business concerns 
is a continued story that is appearing 
day after day in our daily papers and 
each succeeding chapter grows more 
thrilling than the last. 

When financiers and ola reliable busi- 
ness men are unable to agree on cause 
and effect of all this business disaster, 
it is useless for néwspapers to send 
forth their panacea. But there is-one 
feature of the present difficulty. that 
while it seems.a source of daily consid- 
eration by those most interested, seems 
to have been entirely lost sight of by 
the newspaper writer. 

We refer to the payment of the small, 
seemingly trivial every-day accounts of 
the butcher, the baker and candle stick 
maker. These are the bills that the 
poor man who has no others,. pays 
promptly and regularly, but they are 
also the bills that the mch man who has 
so many others, is sure to leave ill the 
last, often to be forgotten entirely. 

It1s not a matter of wonder that the 
butcher’s item of $20, the grocer’s of 
$40, and the shoe man’s of $5, ‘should 
be completely overshadowed by. the de- 
mand of a $1000 note, the call for more 
collateral, or the heavy interest ac- 
count, but the butclér and the grocer 
and the shoe man have an interest just 
as important even if smaller, in the 
progress and svccess of our natien, as 


the banker, the railroad or the u’urer.’ 
Our nation 1s too closely knit together, 


by each man’s dependence on his neigh- 
bor to allow of one thread of the great 
business web being broken lest all shall 
give away. And it seems to us at this 
time of financial trouble that very many 
of the small threads are being stretched 
to their extremest tension, even to the 
breaking point in some cases, by the 
reported failure of yery many people to 
pay their small every day accounts. It 
may seem to our readers that the $10 
owed to his grocer can have no possi- 
ble effect on the present financial diffi- 
culty but did you, reader, ever multiply 
your $10 by one hundred of your friends 
and think of the $1000 that the grocer 
couldn’t pay the wholesaler? Did you 
ever multiply the wholesaler’s $1000 ac- 
count of your grocer by one hundred 


‘other retailers and think of the $100,000 


that the wholesaler must borrow some- 
where? How hisindebtedness affects 
the farmer of the west, the securities 
that float his loan, the thousand and 
one parts of our trade? And what of 
the other side of all this, for there is 
the other side, and so many are the 
phases of it that the question of trade 
seems almost to be like a see-saw, the 
buyer on one side the seller on the 
other. 

As the wholesaler has to increas. his 
borfowings his securities depreciate, he 
begins to retrench and when he, multi- 


| plied by 1000 begins to retrench, that 


retrenchment begins to lessen the earn- 
ing capacity of investments; the divi- 


| dends fall off, then wealthy men grow 


poorer, and our see saw just balances, 
as it does to-day. 

Pay your little bill; it is not a pana- 
cea for all financial troubles but it will 
lesson the tension on one of the threads 
of the great mesh, and by thus easing 
that, help to make the investment 


world and the business world as invi- 
ting to the vast wealth now held in re+ 
straint, as the easy folds of the ham- 
mock are to a lazy person on a summer 
day.

Not a dollar. laid out on the Main 
St. walk for fifteen years leaves no 
room to expeet anything else but a 
broken and rough surface new, but af- 
ter five years or more of wear on the 
Essex St. walk we find there a still most 
excellent surface. The same man is 
now laying our East Main St. walk and 
we have every assurance of getting just 
as superior work here as we have on 
Essex St. We believe the town is to 
be congratulated on its start in build- 
ing concrete. sidewalks, and in getting 
so careful and thorough a contractor as 
Mr. Duffee to build them. The start 
promises well for the future of Ando- 
ver’s sidewalks and a like appropriation 
each year for the next ten years with a 
small annual outlay for patching and

TWO BURGLARS 


Visit Andover Tuesday Evening. |. 


One Captured. 


Two burglars in town, and one of them 
probably the much-wanted Miller, was 
announcement enough to startle the re- 
porter, who had almost given up hope of 
finding a piece of news this week. But 
such was the fact on Tuesday night, and 
the town was quite excited over the 
events of the evening. 

It seems that about 4.30 o’clock Tues- 
day afternoon the residence of Walter B. 
Hayes on the Haverhill road in North 
Andover was entered, and $26 stolen. 
The full particulars of this transaction 
are given in our North Andover column, 

After leaving North Andover, the 
strangers took the track to the South 
Lawrence depot, to which place they 
were followed by Chief of Police Robin- 
son of North Andover. In the meantime 
Mr. Hayes. had notified the Lawrence 
police, and the services of Officers Kim- 
ball and Sullivan were enlisted. The 
South Lawrence depot was visited, and 
there sat the two men in the waiting 
room. The officers hesitated somewhat 
in making the arrest, and being engaged 
in conversation, they attracted the atten- 
tion of the burglars, who became a little 
nervous and moved out on to the walk, 
They walked toward Andover Street, 
followed by the police, who quickened 
their pace. 
wise, and soon a foot-race was in order 
down the track towards Andover. It 
was ahot race, but the pursued werea 
little speedy for the blue coats, and when 
opposite the Ladd box factory disap- 
peared in the woods, and all trace of them 
was lost. While running the strangers 
threw’ away their travelling bags, and 
Officer Kimball stumbled and fell down. 
An examination of the contents of the 
bags showed beyond any doubt. that the 
much-wanted men were burglars.

There was a brown and a black bag, of 


a size commonly used by travelling men, 
On the side of brown bag were the letters 
in gold, ‘‘A. H. F.””. The bag contained 
two boxes of cigarettes, a microscope, a 
cigar box, a bunch of keys, a lemon, two 
pipe stems,-a looking glass, a home-made 
wooden frame, two pairs of shears, a 
pipe, half-dozen silver spoons marked 
“EK, T.,’? a mustard spoon, cartridges, 
two razors, a heavy plain ring, a note- 
book and postage stamps of 12 and 8 cent 
denomination. The contents of the black 
bag were we. ae alarming. There wasa 
large burglar’s jimmy, a loaded revolver 
With five cartridges, a preserve jar half 
full of strawberries, pair of hose, pipe, 
keys, harmonica, pen holder, spool of 
thread, and knife, 
THE CAPTURE OF ONE. 


Chief of Police Cheever received a tele- 

phone message from Marshal Sheehan of 
Lawrence to be on the lookout for the 
two suspicious characters. Meanwhile 
a detail of Lawrence officers had made an 
unsuccessful search on all the roads lead- 
ing to Andover. 
. Chief Cheever, thinking they might 
take the 9.40 train for Boston, was on the 
lookout at the depot with Officer William 
Frye. He conjectured pretty nearly 
right. Not having seen them up to the 
time of the arrival of the train, the Chief 
boarded it, and saw two men answering 
their description standing on the steps 
of acar,on the side toward the ticket 
office. They surmised something and 
quickly stepped off. Cheever stepped 
off also and got near enough to catch 
hold of the largest man’s coat, but he 
managed to wrench himself away, and 
started at a break-neck pace down the 
track toward Ballardvale. He was too 
fleet for the Chief, and disappeared in 
the darkness. He dropped a pocketbook 
while running, which contained $6 in 
money. 

His “pal” also made a dash for liberty 
down through Abbott Village pursued 
by Officer Frye and: several others who 
had witnessed the scene. The chase was 
kept up by the Red Springs, when he 
stopped, probably being winded. William 
Bowman came: up to him and inquired 
the way to Ballardvale. The stranger 
said he didn’t know, that he was being 
chased by a “‘cop.’’ Just then Officer 
Frye stepped up and arrested him. 

_ At the police station he gave his name 
as George Brown, which is probably 
fictitious. He claimed that he belonged 
in Hallowell, Me., and he was 20 years 
old. He claimed that he had only met 
Miller the day before. He admitted be- 
ing with Miller when the North Andover 
house was robbed; but said: he did not 
take part in it, although he received half 
the money, which was found on his per- 
son, besides a revolver with all the cham- 
bers loaded. 


THE MISSING MAN, 


The missing man, who escaped Cheever, 
was thought to be Frank Miller alias 
Frank Mellows alias Frank Mellard, a 
notorious criminal, and for whom a re- 
ward is offered. The police are also con- 
vinced that he is guilty of the recent 
breaks in this town. He is a tall man, 


about forty years. old, and dressed in a’ 


dark suit. During the evening the pair 
called at T. Murphy’s bakery and pur- 
chased some eatables. 

Further unsuccessful search was made 
for Miller. In the morning Brown was 
taked to Lawrence, and locked up to 
await investigation. 


HELD IN $1500. 


Brown was brought up in the Police 
Court at Lawrence Thursday on charge 
of burglarizing the Hayes residence in 
North Andover. After a rehearsal of 
facts by several witnesses, the Court 
found probable cause for holding him in 
$1500 for the October term of the Superior 
Court.

Uniform Postal Cards. 


Postmaster General Bissell has de- 
cided to abandon the three sizes of 
postal cards now in use and to substi- 
tute one size for both single and reply 
cards. With that purpose in view the 
specifications sent to prospective bid- 
ders for the contract of furmishing the 
postal service with cards during the next 
four years call for single cards of the 
uniform size of 31-2 by 51-2 inches. 
This is known as the international size, 
it being used generally by the coun- 
tries comprising the postal union. 

The double or reply card now in use 
will be continued, with the size when 
folded, reduced to that of the interna- 
tional card. These two cards, will take 
the place of the small, or ladies’ card, 
the medium and large card and the 
large return card.

PLAYED HOB WITH THEM. 


Even the Horsehair Snake Is Declared by 
the Naturalist to Be a Humbug—Still 
Clinging to That Belief and Presenting 
pretty Good Argument, 


Science plays hob with the fond tradi- 
tons of rural schoolboy days. How 
pany ugly but useful toads have been 
jit in undisturbed possession of-a gar- 


jut to cover your hands withjwarts and 
to kill them would force your cows to 


let down bloody milk? What boy would 


‘have crushed a cricket, assured as he 
was that its mate would come at night 
and avenge its death by eating up that 
rash boy’s clothes? What man lives to- 
day who, as a rustic lad, has not held 
the stilted daddy-long-legs prisoner by 
ove hairlike shank and informed the 
globular insect that unless it forthwith 
pointed out the way in which the 
lost /cows had gone instant death 
awaited it,and when did daddy-long- 
evs fail to raise one slender leg and in- 
dicate, according to boyish belief, the 
jirection the straying kine had gone? 
And the devil’s darning needle, that big 
ved thing that lived and prowled for 
jothing else than to sew your ears up, 
and the magic eel skin tied round your 
leg, or neck, or arm,.to keep the cramps 
away when you went in swimming, and 
the snake th. t swallowed its young, and 
greatest of all, that vivified hair from a 
horse’s tail, wriggling and gyrating in 
the roadside mud puddle, the horsehair 
snake, 

But science has stepped in and solemn- 
ly and seriously said that. these are all 
myths. I[t is a shattering of idols, but I 
fear that to science must be granted all 
it denies about them, except as to snakes 
swallowing their young. I have been an 
open mouthed and wisle eyed witness of 
that interesting trick too often to let 
even profound scientists stand up and 
declare that it isn’t so. 

| hold out a little, too, for the horse- 


hair shake, for l have in my mind a cer- | 


tain vagrant horsehair that I once put in 


an oyster keg filled with rainwater, and | 
either that horsehair in the course of a | 


few weeks took on the semblance of life 
and form of a horsehair snake and kept 
it up all season in a bottle to which I 
transferred it, or else it disappeared, and 
the germ of what we. supposed was ‘a 
horsehair snake happened to be in the 
water and developed there, 
ways insisted that. 1 made a horsehair 
snake. 1 have heard many veracious 
persons declare that they have done the 
same thing 

“But you are all wrong,” says Nich- 
olas Pike, the naturalist. ‘The horsehair 
snake, or hairworm, is the Gordius 
aquaticus, and it is common in most 
fresh water pondsand rivulets. Though 
no larger around than a coarse cotton 
thread, they have two mouths, one on 
each side of the head. They lay scores 
and sometimes thousands of eggs. 
eggs ure deposited in strings, like-a 
chain, on the sides of shallow ponds or 
creeks, and they are greedily swallowed 
by various aquatic insects. Then from 
the time the egg is hatched the first part 
of the worm’s nutriment is spent asa 
parasite, absorbing nutriment from the 
body of its unlucky host. The large 


’ 


water beetles are subject to these para- | 


sites. They have been found in a crick- 
et. They are graceful swimmers, but 
when taken from the water they twist 
themselves into such an intricate knot 


that it is almost impossible to unloose | 


it. They are called Gordius from this. 
the Gordian knot. 

‘“T have no doubt that one reason why 
the idea of the horsehair snake has been 
propagated is from ignorant persons 
who have had various insects in clear 
water watching them for study or curi- 
osity. Knowing that they, put in only 
certain live creatures, and some day 
finding ‘these live worms, they were as- 
tonished, The -chances are that the 
worms were developed from a pet beetle 
that in its native pond made a feast on 
some ova of the Gordius, to: be paid 
dearly for later when these hatched.” 

But there was no pet beetle or any 
other insect in my keg of rainwater. 
The horsehair went away, and the snake 
or worm appeared, 1 don’t believe the 
horsehair ever swallowed any Gordius 
ova. | can’t imagine any reason why a 
horsehair should turn into a snake or 
worm when kept in the water, but why 
not a horse’s hair as well as a cow’s hair 
ora deer’s hair? Science had better not 
tell any of the few old settlers of north- 
ern Pennsylvania or any other locality 
where the pioneers wére frequently their 
own tanners that cow’s hair and deer’s 
hair will not turn into worms under cer- 
tain conditions or science will get a 
black eye. In the pioneer days, when.a 
settler wanted leather for boots or shoes, 
it was not an uncommon thing for him 
tomake a vat by hollowing out a pine 
log; and using wood ashes instead of lime 
in removing the hair. When the hide 
was taken out of the vat it would be 
placed in a creek to soak out the alkali. 

Ihave more than once heard the sans 
of such pioneers tell of finding curious 
worms swimming about these hides 
Where they were lying in quiet pools. 
These worms were about two inches 
long, somewhat thicker than a cow’s 
hair, and always in various stages of de- 
velopment from the hair as it came off 
the hide, some being for a part of their 
length simply hair, while the rest was 
the living worm, white and semitrans- 
parent, Some would be still fast to the 
hide, but wiggling to get loose, when 
they would swim about witha hair fora 
tail. These worms were never seen eX- 
tept in the pools with the hides, either 
tow ordeer. The more I think of these 
tvell authenticated cow hair worms the 
Nore 1am inclined to defy science and 
hold out for the horsehair worm.—New

‘Very well,” replied the physician, de- 
termined now to deal with the case in-| 
another way, ‘‘you are more nervous 
than I supposed, but I think I can fetch | 
you out all right in five or six weeks.” 

An assortment of bogus pills and po- 
tions was given to the patient, and he 
was placed under a rigid rule for sleep, 
diet, baths and exercise. His physical 
health, which had been excellent to be- 
gin with, improved steadily; but hisnerv- 
ous condition, as indicated by the fluc- 
tuations of the incandescent bulb, which 
he found conveniently at hand every 
time he visited the doctor's office showed 
iittle or no trace of mending. 

. One day, however, near the end of the 
fourth week, the patient, upon taking 
the bulb from its accustomed place and 
holding it up to the light, was surprised 
to find that the vibrations of the carbon 
were almost nothing. Beaming with 
new hopefulness, he ‘called the physi- 
cian’s attention to the fact. The latter 
was surprised. and delighted. The pa- 
tient tested himself with the bulb in his | 
right hand, then changed it to his left | 
and then repeated the operation, always | 
with the same gratifying result. The | 
treatment had done its work. He felt | 
like a well man. He was satisfied from 
the first that those pills would fix him.

Ordinary tests and observation 
would havo,shown him that no. man, 
however sound, can hold an incandescent 
bulb in his unsupported hand so steadily

Street Cars Run by Natural Gas, } 
The cars are of the ordinary size, but | 
are constructed entirely of natural gas | 
pipes, ranging in size from six inches | 
down. These hollow tubes are neatly | 
carved, so that to the average observer | 
the fact that they are built of such ma- | 
terial is not noticed. These pipes are | 
heavily charged with gas, and with the | 
aid of a boiler and the engines at work | 
beneath the floor it is said a run of 80 | 
miles can be made without refilling the | 
tubes. A speed can be obtained equal 
to- that of cars run by the electric | 
method. It‘said that one of the latter 
will cost $6,000 for its. construction, 
while a gas car can be made for $2,000. 
Hither artificial or natural gas can be | 
used as the propelling power. It is fur- | 
ther asserted by its inventor that, to 
operate it a day of 12 hours will cost but 
$1.14, while the expense of running an 
electric car for the same period will be 
$6.—Indianapolis Sentinel.

The Cost of Ginseng. 

In England we have been accustomed 
to pay high prices at certain times for 
drugs, such as quinine, cocaine and 
others, but a drug is used in New China 
which in actual value far surpasses any- 
thing which has been known here. 

The substance in question is called 
ginseng and isthe root of Aralia quin- 
quefolia. It is so highly valued as a 
tonic and stimulant: medicine in China 
that it is sold atfrom 20 to 250 times its 
weight in silver, sometimes for 500 times. 
that amount. Authorities state, how- 
ever, that it possesses no important 
medicinal properties, Next to China 
the drug is produced in good quality in 
Corea and is the principal article of ex- 
port from Corea into China, So much 
is this the case that the Coreans are louth 
to part with any seeds of the plant lest 
their practical monopoly in this root 
should be invaded. 

The wonder is that with such a much 
used commodity at such a price steps are 
not taken to cultivate it in Sufficient 
quantity so ag-to adjust the balance be- 
tween. supply and demand. The reduc- 
tion, for example, in the price of qui- 
nine was largely the result of increased 
cultivation of the cinchona plant, and 
the same may be said of cocaine in re 
spect to the cocoa plant.—Pearson’s 
Weekly.

Wholesale Plating. 

One of the most remarkable, illustra- 
tions of progress in electrical appliances 
is electrolitic painting. Hitherto if cop- 
per or other metal had to be deposited 
electrically a bath of solution was need- 
ed. Now all this is changed, and a ship's 
hull can be plated as easily as a spoon 
ora teapot. Instead of a bath, insolu- 
ble salts, ground to a fine powder and 
mixed with water are used, This mix- 
ture is painted on the metal to be plated 
by a.fine wire brush, to which one pole 
of a dynamo conductor is attached, the 
other pole being connected to a plate. 
Not only pure metal, but all sorts of al- 
loys can be used.—Exchange, 


What Aluminium Is. 

There are many misconceptions about 
aluminium that are widespread and 
which it seems difficult to correct in 
the public mind. Aluminium is not, 
section for section, 4 very strong metal. 
It is only one-half as strong as wrought 
iron.

With 8 to 12 per cent of copper or alu- 
minium bronze we have one of the most
